Evidence that Egyptian u ndertakers 
in 2000 B. C. stole jewelry from the 
dead, defying the goJs, and then sent 
the family big bills has been u ncov­ 
ered by the University mu seu m expe­ 
dition in the tombs of ancient Egypt, 
writes the Philadelphia Bu lletin. 
Dr. Clarence S. Fisher, in charge of 
the Eckley B. Coxe expedition sent 
ou t by the mu seu m, gives these facts 
in a report ju st received. 
The site 
now being excavated was u sed as 
early as 200 B. C. by the mysteriou s 
Antef kings. 
Its tombs, however, ac­ 
cording to Doctor Fisher, reach their i 
grandest splendor in the period from 
the Eighteenth to Twentieth centu ry 
B. C., when the kings and qu eens and 
their cou rtiers were bu ried ju st oppo­ 
site Lu xor. 
“It was one of the fu ndamental req­ 
u isites in Egyptian religiou s beliefs 
that the body of the deceased shou ld 
be preserved intact throu ghou t eter­ 
nity, and mu ch pains and ingenu ity 
were 
expended 
to 
accomplish 
this ! 
end,” writes Doctor Fisher. 
“Tombs 
were constru cted with false doors and 
misleading passages so that the actu al 
location of the tomb chamber wou ld 
be 
concealed. 
Our 
excavations 
of 
Oizeh and Dendereh showed u s the 
u ndertakers intru sted with the dispos­ 
al of the corpse in its final resting 
place were, however, willing to defy 


the gods for spoils. 
“ Bodies hav e been found in sealed 
tombs and in coffins with the lids u n­ 
distu rbed with their hands, feet and 
beads cu t off so ornaments and jewel­ 
ry cou ld be removed qu ickly. 
Having 
done this hastily, the u ndertakers de­ 
parted with their loot, never failing. 
It is certain, to collect the amou nt du e 
from the family for their services.” 
Fu rther evidence that it was a bad 
practice for a man to try to take his 
wealth with him after death is given 
by Doctor Fisher, who adds: 
“Du ring the reign of the later Ra- 
messide pharaohs the systematic plu n­ 
dering of the Theban tombs by organ­ 
ized bands became su ch a pu blic scan­ 
dal that a commission was appointed 
to investigate the matter. 
The rob­ 
bers after finding a tomb in the midst 
of a grou p tu nneled u nder grou nd to 
an adjoining one and thu s cou ld loot 
a whole row of chambers withou t 
their work becoming apparent to any 
one on the ou tside. 
“Du ring the Middle ages there arose 
In Europe a demand for the bitu men 
with which the mu mmies had been 
preserved, as it was su pposed to have 
some medicinal v alue. 
The cemeter­ 
ies were the only source of supply , 
and countless tombs were searched. 
“ The final phase came with the ad­ 
v ent of the modern tourist and his de­ 
mand for souv enirs of his v isit. 
To 
this period we owe the wholesale de­ 
struction of the decorations 
on 
the 
walls themselv es, as many beautiful 
reliefs were wantonly mutilated to get 
one cov eted head. 
Happily , the na­ 
tiv es hav e now 
discov ered It Is far 
more .profitable and less risky to pass 


off u pon tlie Tou rist an excellent 7or- 
gery. which gives as mu ch satisfaction 
to the pu rchaser. 
“The lower slope of the cemetery Is 
practically covered with the mu d brick 
hou ses of the modprn Arab town of 
Pra-abu l-neggah, in each case a house 
marking the position of a tomb.
